In the course of the House of Commons 
coal enquiry, Mr, Normansell, Secretary of 
the South Yorkshire Miners’ Arsoctation, 
geve many particulars respecting the social 
condition of the colliers. He said that fifteen 
yearg ago it wns scarcely possible to find a 
collier who could write bis name, and sow 
every child could read and write. A great 
anmber owned their own bouses as freehol- 
ders, and the system was on the increase. 
Some of thrm bad pianos and barmoniums, 
and even perambulators. Aa to their drink- 
ing champagne, he had been tol. that it was 
not uncommon for the men to meet togetber 
and subscribe for a bottle. Sometimes they 
travelled in first-class railway carriages.
